Chef Apprentice Program To Begin 


The only Chei Apprenticeship Program in 
the state is to soon begin accepting ap¬ 
plicants at Jefferson State. The appren¬ 
ticeship program is a joint venture of the 
Greater Birmingham Chef’s Association and 
the Food Service Management and 
Technology program of Jefferson State. 

Jefferson State Food Service Program 
Coordinator Janie Greene has been working 
for several months with the Greater Birm¬ 
ingham Chefs and Cooks Association prepar¬ 
ing to begin the program. Working with Jef¬ 
ferson State, this degree program will help 
keep costs for students down, compared to 
other programs around the nation. Nearest 
similar programs are in Louisiana, Florida, in 
New England and on the West Coast. 

There is a big need for certified chefs in 
the greater Birmingham area,” said Program 
Coordinator Greene. “One hotel at the new 
Galleria, for example, has five dining rooms 
and will require qualified personnel. ’ ’ 


The program will take about three years to 
complete, since there are approximately 
6,000 hours of training required. Students 
can earn a Certified Executive Chef degree 
from Jefferson State in Food Service 


Management. Academic studies will include 



courses such as English, Business Math 


Public Speaking, along witly courses in the 
major area such as baking, meat cooking, 
desserts, garnishing, salad preparation, pur¬ 
chasing* and menu planning, among others. 

There are over 15 certified chefs in the Bir¬ 


mingham area. Each will take one apprentice, 
adding another as time goes by, not to have 
more than 3 at one time in different stages of 
learning. ‘‘The program will enhance Food 
Service classes on campus by bringing in ex¬ 
pertise to the classroom,” says Mrs. Greene. 
‘‘Each Certified Chef will come to campus 
and perform two demonstration classes per 
year. The college has excellent facilities with 
its classroom kitchen/laboratories for the 


food demonstrations.”

“We hope to 
have completed our construction within nine 
months, because we intend to simply modify 
the front offices of the Wallace Building, 
which once housed the Student Services 
Department. This is to compose the main 
studios of WYJD,” said Dr. Ward. “We an¬ 
ticipate that WYJD will serve as a quote, 
‘cornerstone’ in the future of broadcast jour¬ 
nalism to be added to the curriculum of Jeff 
Davis next year,” Dr. Ward said. 

WYJD’s staff will consist primarily of 
students majoring in broadcasting or jour¬ 
nalism. Special programming will be design¬ 
ed to include such areas as nursing, 
psychology, science, history, English, sports, 
and other academic disciplines. WYJD in¬ 
tends to have a special sports director who 
will broadcast all home Jeff Davis basketball 
and baseball games. 

Orientation Course Gains 
National Attention 

Jefferson State’s orientation course for 
new college students, GS 100, is attracting 
national attention from college all over the 
country who are interested in modeling their 
own orientation courses after the GS 100 
course. 

Prairie State Community College

Jefferson State

Scholar Program 

A new endeavor, the Honors Scholar Pro¬ 
gram, will begin for college students this fall 
at Jefferson State, This new program has 
been developed to meet the needs of the in¬ 
creasing number of Jefferson State students 
who are high ability learners and possess 
general education courses. The program is 
designed to foster creativity, provide 
academic challenge, and inspire critical 
thinking for both students and faculty. In 
order for each student to receive personal at¬ 
tention and guidance in developing indepen¬ 
dent thinking, planning career choices, and 
making transfer decisions the program will 


be limited to a small number of students. 

Students who are anxious to broaden 
educational opportunities, and have a high 
level of intellectual curiosity and academic 
ability should apply to the program. The 
Honors Council will review high school 
and/or college transcripts, standardized test 
scores, ACT-ASSET scores, letters of recom¬ 
mendation, and conduct personal interviews 
to select participants in the college program. 

The new Honors courses are characterized 
by small classes, individual attention and an 
interdisciplinary approach. These classes in¬ 
tegrate knowledge and ideas from the liberal 
arts, sciences, mathematics and technology 
areas. Honors Scholars will take 35 of the*96 
hours required for graduation as honors 
courses. Some of the IDS honors will em¬ 
phasize liberal arts and some the sciences. 
Scholars will also participate in seminars, 
forums and an individual honors project. Dr. 
Janice Roberts is serving as Director of the 
Honors Scholar Program.

Championships won by Lankford’s teams 
include the Northern Division, 1968-69; State 
Championship, Region 17 and tied for 1st, 
Central Division in 1970-71; won Central 
Division 1971-72; won region 22 and placed 
second in nation 1979-80. 


In Birmingham . . . 


While growing up in the small Dallas Coun¬ 
ty community of Browns in a family of 16 
children, Mary Johnson shared a room with 
her six sisters. 

She learned quickly how important it could 
be to pick her spot and protect it, especially 
at bedtime. It could mean the difference in a 
good night’s sleep or sleeping at the foot of 
the bed." 

Since then, the mild-mannered, 5-foot-ll, 
160-pound Lawson State basketball star has 
learned to protect her turf even more. 

In a 114-41 victory over Concordia Junior 
College of Selma, Johnson scored a career- 
high 51 points and pulled down a national- 
record 42 rebounds in what Coach Cynthia 
Abernathy called "an unbelievable effort." 

“Mary really protects her turf under the 
basket," said Abernathy. "She lets it be 
known that she intends to get everything 
that comes into her area." 

Johnson, who graduated sixth in her class 
at Keith High School two years ago, is the 
Lady Cougars’ “Dr. Jekyll and Mrs. Hyde." 

“That's what I call her," said Abernathy. 
“Off the court, she is as feminine as they 
come. On the court, she is a demon. I tell our 
girls they should be a lady first, a student se¬ 
cond and a basketball player third. But dur¬ 
ing a game, that order is reversed." 

It is difficult to picture Johnson as a 
demon anywhere. She smiles often and 
speaks softly. 

“I receive a lot of punishment during a 
game," she says. “But I give it, too." 

Mary has fond memories of growing up in 
the country outside Orrville, the same com¬ 
munity which as produced such outstanding 
basketball players as current UAB 
sophomore Eddie Collins and two Blazer 
signees, Edward Collins and Larry Rembert. 

“I love the country," she said. “We had a 
big family. I could go off to my favorite 
hiding place and be by myself. I could go 
walking through the fields. It was really 
peaceful. 

Johnson was by no means a secret coming 
out of high school. She was voted MVP of the 
girls state tournament as a junior when her 
team went 27-0 and won the Class 3A state 
championship. The next year, Keith went 
26-2 and finished second to Hartselle, which 
had the state’s most celebrated girl baskeball 
player in Vickie Orr. Keith’s boys also finish¬ 
ed second in the state that year to Midfield. 

Johnson scored 50 points in one high 
school game and was contacted by schools 
from as far away as UCLA. 

“Diane (Thomas, now at UAB) and I both 
had an offer to visit UCLA but the principal 
wouldn't let us go," she said. “The visit 
would have been during semester test week, 
and he put his foot down." 


With all those opportunities, how did Aber¬ 
nathy convince Johnson to attend Lawson 
State in Birmingham? 

“She actually convinced me," confessed 
the coach. “Her sister lives here in Birm¬ 
ingham and Mary contacted me. I had a 
message she had called and when I called her 
back, she came over and we went straight to 
the president’s office. We don’t have dorms 
here, so she has lived with her sister. I am 
very glad I’m the type person who returns 
phone messages right away. I’d hate to think 
of this team without her." 

Johnson chose Lawson State because “I 
wanted to start small. I didn’t think I was 
ready to play at a four-year school." 

Lawson State is 12-5 this season, but 8-0 at 
home. This year’s accomplishements include 
two games over 100 points (116 in a triple¬ 
overtime loss to Southern Union, and a 
114-41 win over Concordia) and a rare victory 
over perennial JUCO power Gadsden State. 

“It was just the second time we’ve beaten 
Gadsden State since we’ve had a team," said 
Abernathy. For us to get to the national 
tournament, we'll probably have to beat 
them again — at the state tournament which 
will be played at Gadsden." 

The Lady Cougars must first win the Cen¬ 
tral Division to get a direct bid to the state 
junior college tournament. That won’t be 
easy. If they finish second, they’ll have to 
play in the conference tournament at the end 
of the season for a shot at the second berth. 

Johnson has been dazzling this season. 
Although her 51-point, 42-rebound effort last 
week was her season high, she has been 
leading the state in scoring from the start of 
the season. Her 29.4 points and 19 rebounds 
per game lead the state in both categories, 
and her scoring pace is second only to Arlene 
Peters of Carl Sandburg College in Illinois 
(32.1 ppg) in the national statistics. 

In her last four games, Johnson has scored 
45, 38, 31 and 51 — an average of 41.25 per 
game. And her rebounding pace has been 
just as impressive during that same span — 
26.25 per game. 

She has scored 30 or more points eight 
times this season. 

Johnson isn’t the only talent on Aber¬ 
nathy's team. Freshman Stefanie Young is 
third in the state in scoring with 19.1 per 
game, and Charlette Swann is in the top five 
at 18.0. Her 14.0 rebounds per game is se¬ 
cond only to Johnson in the state. 

“To be honest, before the season I wasn’t 
expecting much from this team," said Aber¬ 
nathy. “But they have worked hard. No one 
has worked harder than Mary. They have a 
close team unity. I think that is the dif¬ 
ference, our unity." 

Johnson, who has a 3.68 grade-point 
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average at Lawson State, is finding renewed 
interest in her talents from colleges and 
universities across America. She has been 
contacted by UAB, Auburn, Alabama and 
out of state schools including DePaul, 

I'm a homebody/’ she admits. “I would 
like to stay close to home if I get the chance/’ 
Abernathy believes Johnson will get that 
chance. 

Mary is becoming somewhat of a cfelebrity 
around here. People are coming out to see her 
play. She’s brought a lot of recognition to our 
;eam and school. I’ve enjoyed every minute 
of having her here. Now, if we can just win 
our conference and get to the state tourna¬ 
ment.” 

Mary just smiles. That’s the way she is — 
off the court.

Tri-State Math Olympiad 
Held March 3rd 

More than 1,000 students from some 70 
Wiregrass high schools were expected to 
compete in the sixth annual Tri-State Math 
Olympiad, March 3 at Wallace College. 

Trophies went to the top three scorers in 
eight categories with students competing in 
two divisions according to the size of the par¬ 
ticipating schools. The winner in each divi¬ 
sion was offered a one-year tuition scholar¬ 
ship to Wallace College. 

In addition, the schools whose teams finish 
first, second and third in the competition 
received permanent plaques noting the 
achievement. 

Ribbons of achievement went to students 
who placed fourth through 10th in the com¬ 
petition. 

Schools will receive copies of their 
students’ exams along with answer sheets. 
They will also be provided with a confidential 
statistical analysis showing how their 
students compare with others in the competi¬ 
tion in each category. This has proven a 
useful tool for schools as they determine the 
strengths and weaknesses of their 
mathematics programs, said Dr. John 
Dinkins, Olympiad coordinator and chairman 
of the Wallace College Math Dept. 

Categories for the competition were 
Algebra I, Geometry, Scholarship, Computer
